12. In the beginning and infancie of the world, the Serpenr, 
by Satans procurement, founda meanes to betray our Pa- 
\ rents, by teaching them to ſceke a prohibited and curious 
Gen.z.4, k2owledge, ſaying, Te sball not dye, for God doth know 
that in the day ye eat thereof then your ties shall be opened, 
and ye shall be as Gods, knowing good and enill, But now 
in the dotage of the world, Antichriſt, by Satans inſpirati- 
on, hath found a way to betray the Church, by cloſing our 
eyes againſt commanded and neceſſarie knowledge, ſay- 
ing, Te shall not dye, for God doth know that in the day ye 
faſt from the Scriptures, ye shall be as Innocents, knowing 
| neither good nor euill, The greateſt part of the world, 
12 eſpecially of the Feminine gender , belecue this new- 
is found Paradox of Antichriſt, and the rather, becauſe it 
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nor takes them off from their Canonicall howres deuo- 
red to Poeticall fictions ; which Legendarie ſtuſfe is the 
Diuinitie, whereupon at this day the Faith of the Cloiſter 
Catechiſt, is principally founded. 

But the word of our Sauiour,though it be the Goſpel 
of peace, is yet a Firethat inflames,a Sword that deuides, 
It aimes at another peace then worldlings and fleshlings 
dreame of; they caſt their eyes vpon peace with men, this 
teacheth a peace with God ; they ſecke temporall peace, 
though therein they linne againſt God and their conſci- 
ences, and doe obſtinarely purſue and ofien obtaine it, 
though it laſts no longer then vntill the ſtronger hath 
gotten aduantage by it, for whole purpoſe and benefit it 
was onely concluded ; this other aimes to reconcile God 
and man togither, and to breed peace of conſcience, the 
carneſt and initiation of an etcrnall peace hereafter, |

There is a worldly peace which men vnhappely hunt "TIE 
after, whilſt they negle@ the peace of conſcience and ioy 
in the Holy Ghoſt ; which peace and joy the Saiats of 
God, whoſe hearts are inflamed with that Fire which 
Chriſt broughtinto the world, feele euen in the mid(lt of Tohn 144 
tumults, warres, pouettie, perſecution, tortures,fire,death, 27+ 
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The worlds peace and Gods peace are dinetſc, their 
fire diverſe, their ſcators diverſe, enen as Heauen and 
Farth is diuerſe or rather oppolite, We may be farre miſ- 
taken then ſecking for peace, and behold it is warre; peace 
with men, may prouc warre with God. Beware, 

In the fiue and fortieth Verſe our Sauiour proccedesto 
taxe the folly and hypocriſie of man, who can iudge of 
times and ſeaſons by ſignes and tokens, but know not the 
tokens of their owne vilitation, when after their internall 
vocation by Grace, ſtormes of perſecution and triall tol- 
fowes ; as Sun-shine,and Clouds,end Wind, and Raine, 
and Froſt,and Snow, haue their ſcucrall turnes, 

Thus weall are wiſe and perfect polititians in State pe- 
riods and reuolutions of the world : but for diſcerning the 
incrochments made by Antichriſt, and his aſſotiates, ci- 
ther like Fooles we oblcrue them not, or likes Hypocrites 
diſſemblc what we ſee, as men wishing well to his ſilent 
and cloſe inuaſion,to his ſeacret and datke vnderminings, 
The Lord faith by Jeremie, That he i againſt thoſe Pro- 
phets that ſleale away his word enerie one from his neigh. 
boar : And doubtleife then he is againſt vs, who ſit ſtill in 
the meane time,and will not ioine with him,and take his 
part againſt theſe politique Theeucs, who ſteale away the 
Word from vs and our neighbours, ſaying in the meane 
time that Trath commands vs neither to ſay nor doe any 
thing to the contrarie, but only to winke and shew our 
conſent to their Sacriledge , by ſilence, like blind and 
dumbe dogges ; as the Pſalmiſt faith, When thou ſaweſt 4 
T hiefe then thou conſentedſt to him,and haſt beene parta- 
ker with Adulterers, And thus being once rob'd of the 
Scripture, that part of the wiſedome of God which is ne. 
cclaric for ys io know, what wiſedome can be in vs more 
then 
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| then in naturall Fooles, more thenin beaſts that perish ? 

Man being thus in honour hath no vnderſtanding, but Pl,49.26 
way be compared to the beaſts that perish ; The greater 

man, the greater beaſt, 

In the cight and fiftieth Verſe, our Sauiour giues vs ad=- 
vice to ſecke reconcilement with God betimes, whilſt we 
are i the way,whillt it is called to day, before we be arre= 
ſted and halcd violcatly by death before the ludge ; for 
then there is no remedie. 

We ſecke after worldly peace and clap hands with 
Antichriſt and his confedentes,to procure fpirituall trad- 
ingin his Kingdome,and temporall trading in theirs ; but 
we negle God and Chriſt,and make them our aduerſa- 
rics; nor haue weany care to be reconciled ro them, and 
to make peace with them, though we know they haue 
powre to kill both Bodic and Soulc alſo, Herein we doe 
foolishly. 

Whilſt our Sauiour was thus teaching his Diſciples 
and the multitude, there were preſent certaine perſons 
who told him of the Galileans, whole blood Pilate had 
mingled with thcir Sacrifices. 

And this they did perhaps as ſuppoſing the Hiftorie 
pertinent for that point of DoQtrine which our Sauiour 
taught ; that is,T'o perſwade vs to make our peace with our 
aduerſarie betimes in the way ; becauſe no man i ſure, ti 
gf ther of the time, place, or manner of his death, death com- 
> ming to man ſo many wayes : and therefore it were good 
to be reconciled and prepared leſt we be brought before 
the Iudge ſodainly, by force or accident, whilſt we expe 
to hauefaire warning giuen vslong before, by age, infir« 
mitic,and ſicknefle. & | 

Now though there be no Hiſtoric of thoſe times

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extant,that tells of the canſe and manner of this maſſacre 
puntually , yet there islight enough giuen whereby we 
may probably coniccture ſome of the principall parts and 
paſſages thereof, molt neceſſarie for our purpoſe, 

Joſephus tells of one Indas the Gaulanite, borne in the 
Towae of Gamals, whom a little after he calls /adas of 
Galilee, that ioyning in confederacie with one Sadoc a 
Phariſce became Author of a new Sec, diuerſified from 
the Phariſees onely in one (ſingular point,conliſting in an 
obſtinate parſuit of all couiſes for recouctrie of libertie 
from the Romane yoke, and freeing them(clues from the 
Imperiall taxe then impoſcd. And it is veric probable, 
that /adzs and Sadoc vnder the colour of ſacrificing (as 
the Prophets had wont) aſſembled the people to mooue 
them to purſue this proicR : of which Pilate hearing, be= 
ing then Gouernour of [de for Ceſar, he ſent armed 
Troopes, and cut them aſunder before they could gather 
head,cuen whilſt they were facrificing. 

To make this more cleere, Gamaliel,the great Doftour 
of the Law, brings in the example of this 1«das in his 
ſpeech before the Councell, and there mentioneth his 
cauſe,courſe,and cend,briefly, Ad.s.37. 

This newes being thus tould our Sauiour by ſuch, as it 
ſeemes thought hin vaprouided of examples to ſecond 
and backe hisarguments,and ſuppoſing it ſuited the pur- 
poſe verie well,to perſwade men to reconcilement inthe 
way,leſt they could be ſuddainly cut off,as theſe Galile- 


4ns were, our Sauiour takes occalion from hence to in« 
large the point, and to infoice it farther, euca vpon the 
conſciences of ſuch as produced it, ſaying, Suppoſe ye that 
thoſe Galileans were = about all the Galileans,be- 
canſe they ſuffered ſneh things * 1 tell ye, nay ;hntexcept

mak. 2pvlication of this Storie, toall his Auditorie, and 
cauſc:h itto rcflet vpon the conſciences of the reporters, 
2s well as vpon all the reſt of his hearers. 

The Galileans were not hereby wholly excuſed 4 tots 
( as the Schoolemen ſay ) but a t4nto,and ſecundum quid, 
afier a ſort ; nor was their aQt of ſacrificing (whereſocuer, 
whiſocuer,or howlocuer done) iuſtified hereby ; but our 
Sauiour condemnes the rash iudgement of ſuch, as make 
our ſufferings from men, infallible markes of our finnes 
before God. Wicked men may proſper in cuill courſes, 
good men may fall and ſuffer in holy vndertakings, The 
Galileans might be ſinners in ſeeking diſorderly to free 
themſclucs from the Romane ſcruitude & Imperiall taxc; 
and the Emperour, with Plate his Officer, might be grea- 
ter (inners in laying this taxe vpon the people without 
their conſents ( for volenti nop fit iniuria ) and fo forcing 
them to wraſlle for their liberties ; yea, and all the other 
Galileans might be ſinners doubtleſle, aboue thoſe that 
ſuffered, whilſt they ſought and deſired the ſame libertie, 
though they had not heartsto vie the ſame meanes, So if 
conſent be acrime, where will is preſent, wanting onely 
courage to at!empt, or powre toaccomplish what others 
aduenture,thenthe whole Nation were as faukic as theſe 
few,though theſe did only ſuffer in their perſons, becauſe 
they did opIly cntcr into open ation,which by the vulgar 
is cuer cen{ured good or badde according to the. ſuccefle ; 
and though before followed,applauded, and cffeltcd ne. 
uer (ocagerly, yet it is preſcntly diſclaimed & condemned 
as ſoone as it is oppoſed by power, or croſſed and defeated 
by policie. Thus theſc fondliogs could cenſure the Gali- 
{cans:0 be Rebles, Traytors, and Sinners -aboue others, 
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and fo toſauffer worthely for endeauouring to doe that 
which all of them deſired to be done: but they could not 
ſee their owne notorious rebellions and treaſons againſt 
God, who had beene a gratious King and Ruler ouer 
them,from whoſceaſlic and equal yoke notwithſtanding, 
they and their ſtiffe neckt Fathers shranke and withdrew 
the shoulder. 

The ſinnes againſt man, man cenſures ſcuerely, the 
ſinnes againſt God we paſſe ouer ſlightly. The iudgemeat 
of Ceſar or of his Subſtitute Pontius Pilate, who haue 
power only to kill the bodie, we tremble at, and count ſo 
terrible,as it frights vs cuen from good dutics,or frights all 
men from acknowledging vs, if we fall into their hands, 
and be branded as capital! oftendors, vnder their tyrannis 
call cenſures, though it be for performing good duties : 
but the iudgements of God,who hath power to kill ſoule 
and bodie, we extenuate, hide, and pernert with our idle 
Gloſles, Apologies, and Applycations, though we know 
they be cuer luſt, Serious, Obſcrueable,Sacred, and neuer 
inflicted but for notorious cuifl, 

But how fond and foolish doe men shew themſclues 
herein? For Ceſar owes more to God, then any man to 
Ceſar: and yet Ceſar that exafts more for himſelfe then 
his duc,denics or neglefts to pay God that which belongs 
to him; yea, all men are more carefull to pay Ceſar more 
then they ooght, then God what they ought, and for this 
will robbe God, to intich Ceſar, Shall they for this be 
counted wiſe,religious, obedient, faithfull? And Fooles, 
FaQtious perſons, Rebels, Traytors for the contraric ? 
Ceſar can kill thee, Ceſar cannot ſaue thee ;dic thou muſt 
when God determines, If Ceſar therefore will neither 
pay God his duc, nor permit thee to doe it, thou _

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deny Cefar whatſocuer is found to have Gods expreſſe Sripendi- 
Stampe vpon ir. I doe not meane the taxe and tribute um & Ty- 
which hc violently exatteth, but prayers for his proſperi- peas, at 
tie.

Beſides,if thou offendeſt Pilate, there is no meanes to %4r. Lib.g 
eſcape , he mingleth thy blood with thy facrifice; the *?**+ 
Horne of the Altar are not priuiledged , no place,no per+ 
ſon, is exempted from the force of his fury ; no repen- 
tance, no reſtitution car ſcrue the turne to redeeme a de- 
linquent from his rage. O Prophane and cruel] heart of 
man ! how ſcuere art thou againſt man like thy ſelfe? I 
ſay,like thy ſdlfe, if thou beeſt Gods Image & not Satans ; 
and if thou beeſt Satans lmage, then much thy better, like 
thy Maſter, like thy Maker? Thus if man offend man, 
there is no mercy : but if manvftend God, he may repent 
and be ſaued, There is indeed no other remedie but re- 
pentance ; but that remedie isleft vs in the greateſt extre« 
mitie, Except ye repent ye shall all likewiſe perish, If ye 
repent, not one of you shall perish. 

With Pilate there is no remedy,cxcept you can worke 
with his Wife vnderhand : With Herod no remedic, Cx» 
cept ye can get Heyodjas Daughter to daunce you into 
fauour : With Ceſar there is no remedie, except ye can 
giue for a pardon to Mecenas. It is not ſo with God; He 
forgiues,though we giue nothing. Repentance oaly paics 
all debts, Not the Minion,but the Sonne is the interceſ- 
ſour, The one els at adeere rate the temporall fauours of 
Gow the other giucs fieely,the cternall fauonrs of his 
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Ye shall all likewiſe perish, except ye repent. What all 
petish by Maſſacre as theſe did? Perhaps not fo, but by 
ſome violent, ſodainc, and vnuſuall death, as fell outto 
the greateſt part of the /ewish Nation about fortic yeeres 
after, vnder Yeſþatian and Titas; Or if not fo, yet ye $hall 
perish, dying vpon your beds, when others shall not pe- 
rish, though they dye a violent death. For ſome paſſe by 
the Sword when others perich by #4. The end of all cxam- 
ples, is to teach vs repentance ; and executions aredone 
for the lining, that they liue no longer in (inne, and not 
for the dead, who cannot be bettered by example or ad+ 
monition, 


To apply this then to our preſent purpoſe, 


The Waldenſes were a People in France, who tooke 
this their By-name from one Waldas, a wealthy and ho- 
neſt Citizen of Lyons, This Waldws chanced, with di- 
uers of his rich neighbours, to be one day making merrie, 
when in the midſt of their micth one of their companie 
fell downe ſodainly dead. This accident amazed all, but 
wrought more effeQually with him, who was more ſen- 
{ible and apprehenſiue of Gods hand in the ſodaine and 
vnexpeted firoke; infomuch, as afterward fearing the 
like death might befall him, he reformed bis life, gaue 
himſelfe to almes,and prayer,and to the frequent reading 
and meditating of the Scriptures; and withall, cxhorted 


- Others of his kiasfolke,neighbours,and friends ro doe the 


like, Wherein he ſo farre preuailed , that many ſober 
Chriſtians adhered to him, and a great reformation fol- 
lowcd in that place : at which the Diucll, & his Diſciples, 
the Libertiacs of thoſe dayes , repining, information 
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thereof was giuen to Rome , that Sinagogue of Satzn, 
againſt theſe poore ſoules, and their-pictic was accoun = 
ted Herelie becaufe they could not finde the Popes Su- 

premacie (a maine and head Article of the Romane Car 
tholique Faith)confirmed in the Scriptures. For this and 
other ſuch honeſt and holy Hereſies, the King of France 
was excited by the Papacie to butcher his owne poore 


1lubiets, with he performed which incredible coſt and 


crueltie, 

Now Idemand (with our Sauiour) Thinke you were 
theſe Waldenſes ſinners aboue all the people that dwelt 
in the Citty of Lyens,or in the Kingdome of Fraunce, 
becauſe they ſuffered theſe things ? 7 zellyow, nay ; but 
except we repent we shall all likewiſe oleh, 

The maflacre in France is yet fresh bleeding in the 
memorie of men that liue and ſawe it, when vnder co- 
lour of reconcilen, of a marriage betwixt a reformed 
and deformed Catholicke , the innocent pattyes were 
wonne from their Serpentine wiſedome,and ſo charmed 
as there remained nothing in them but the ſimplicity, 
ſincerity, & ſecurity of Doues; wherein alleepe in peace, 
they were at mid-night awaked with the $hricks and 
grones of their murthered friends, and all-togither be 
came $harers in the Crowne of Martyrdome, 

What then shall wee thinke theſe holy Saints, ſinners 
aboue all that dwelt in the Citty of Paris and Kingdome 
of Frawunce,or now dwell in the Kingdome of great Brit- 
tine, becauſe they ſuffered ſuch things from Antichriſt 
and his followers? 1 zell yoo, nay ; but except we repent 
we shall al likewiſe perisb. 

All theſe died for their fauing Faith , euen that Faith 
which was able to fauc their —_— from the n_ 
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God and the violence and iniurie of Sathan , could not 
fue their bodyes from the Tyrannic of their owne 
Prince, who ought to haue beene their ſafeguard : (o 
mercifull is God,ſo mercilefle is man, 

But ſee the juſt iudgement of God vpon Shepheards 
that prone wolues ; the King neuer proſpered after, bue 
was often affrighted with the lamentable shrikes of men, 
women, children intermixt, as ifthe maſlacie had till 
ſounded vengeance in his cares: which noiſe not only 
himſclfc, but diuerſe of his neere attendants did profeſſe 
to heare often with wonder, horror, and amazement. 

And thus languishing a long tyme he fell at length in» 
to aſtrange and generall bleeding at all the open parts 
of his body, which could not be ſtaunched till he died: as 
if Nature by Gods commandement , would not ſtreng- 
then the vaines, to hold in that guilty blood, which va- 
naturally and prodigally had powred out ſo much in- 
nocent blood. 

He that will take paines to reade the hiſtorie it ſelfe and 
to conſider cuery circumſtance aright, shall be fully fati(- 
fied, in the particulars, and may from thence fee what 
foule dealing wee are to expe from Papilts , let their 
words and promiſes be as faire,and their treatyes,conclu- 
ſions, and vowes as ſerious and ſolemne as they pleaſe. 
Therethcy may obſerue the ſimplicitic of the Admirall, 
otherwiſe a wiſe man, but wearyed with warre, and be= 
leeuing that reconcilement jfirme , which he deſired 
might bee ſo, and knew to be ſo vpon his part, he was 
wonne or wrought from himſelfe by glorious promiſes , 
and rockt aſleepe in ſenſcles ſecurity and caſe (the bane of 
bold and braue ſpirits)not to be awaked by the thicke and 
loud alarums of all his fricads,} There they may obſerue 

how 
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how the contrary faltion of the houſe of Gaiſe, ſeemed 
to be diſgraced,and left the Court for a colour, as if they 
tooke it ill to be iaſtled out by the Admirall their aduer- 
farie. There they may obſerue how the Queene Mother 
tutors her ſonne todiſſemble ; and ſtill ſets a head vpon 
the fation shee hated , thereby to breake them and be= 
tray them and religion togither, For religion neuer recei- 
ucd greatcd blowes then from falſc heads and falſe hearts 
ſoulderd on for that end by art anddeuilish policie, There 
they may obſerue and ſee, (and be a ſtonished at it) a 
yonng King proteſt and (weare publiquely, contratie to 
his inward purpoſe, and diſſemble (o artificially, that af- 
ter the fat, being retired , he demands of his Mother, 
and of other his flatterors in priuate, 7fhe had not playde 
' his part well. Perhaps he expeted a triumph for lying , 
for periutie , for diſſimulation , and for betraying the 
too-credulons hearts of his faithfull people, as Nero did 
for fidling, and fircing of Rome. 

There is nothing written but is written for our learn- 
ing, if examples can make vs to beware and to be 
wiſe, 

Weeliue intermingled in our Land with the ſubies 
of Antichriſt, vnto whom wee are more odious then 
the ewes to Ceſar,or Pontins Pilate,ortoany of the Ro- 
manes: Thoſe only ſought ſubiction of the body, theſe 
of body and foule; Thoſe tooke,theſe watch to take OC- 
calion and opportunitie of ſuch maſſacres amongſt vs,as 
in other places, with all bloody expreſſion of vnrecon- 
cileable hate,they haue found and effected, 

Our Sauiour when he ſent out his Apoſtles to preach, 
and to plant the Goſpel, told them they 5should goe as 
Sheepe among Wolacs, and will'd them therefore to be 


7 wiſe 


wiſe as Serpents,and innocent as Doaes, Weare their fol. 
lowers in Faith and in Fortune ; and it is no wiſedome in 
vs to arme the Romish Wolucs againſt our (clues, or yet 
to ſuffer them to be armed or to arme themſclucs with 
Force, Office,or Authoritic to doe vsa miſchicfte, Eſpeci- 
ally, ſince we haue the Lawes of the Land inabling vs ts 
diſarme them,in theſe and all other reſpets. And for my 
part, I belecue itis no part of inhumanitic or tyrannie to 
execute the Lawes for the generall ſafeguard againſt the 
ſeacret and ſeditious conſpiracies inteaded or imagined 
againſt vs ; But I thinke it Treaſon to the Church and 
State,and Rebellion againſt God,the King of Kings,to it 
ſill till cheſearme themſclues, and diſarme vs, the more 
fafely and ſpeedily to effet a Maſſacre : which (Iam fully 
perſwaded, and they will ſmart for it who are not fo per- 
ſwadcd with me} they will neuer forbeare any longer, 
thea till they can fit and furnish themaſclues for it 5 nar 
will they abſtaine from it, for any other reſpet of Age, 
Sexe, Office,or lnnocencic, then for the attendance of the 
firſt, ncere(t,and fitteſt occaſion and opportunitic offered 
rodoit ſurely ; which rather then they will long be with- 
out, and long for when theyare fit for it,they will pro= 
uoke it by force and all meancs poſlible in their power : 
yea, they will faine a cauſe rather then want it, to (crue 
their turne, asa colour for their crueltie, 

Aſſuredly they will then call our Sactificing Treaſon, 
if it can ſcrue their turne to breed a quartell, when they 
haue vs vader hatches, and haue fitted themſclues with 
authoritie and ſtrength to doe vs a diſpleaſure, 

But you will aske what should moue mac to thinke ſo, 
fince they haue not found ys bloodie towards them ? 


I anlwer, though they hauc not found vs ſuch, they 
haue 
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have fain'd vs ſuch in their writings, and what they faine 
vs to be, we $shall ſurcly find them to be in their workes, 
Their Pofteritic beleewe their ſayings and in Foraine parts 
they thinke, and will not be pertwaded otherwiſe, but 
that we haue vſedall cruelties againſt them,and haue caſt 

them to be worried and torne afſunder by wild Beaſts. 
Notwithſtanding, whatſocuer they write of vs at their 
pleaſure, thereby to exaſperate their partie, to breed a de+ 
teſtation of our Liues and Doctrine, and to ſtirre vp com- 
paſſion for the benefit of their perſons ( all which are as 
ealily cffefted by lyes as by truth, when preiudice poſlef- 
ſeth the hearer, and both ſides cannot be heard indiffe= 
rently) yet it is certaine they belecue not their owne lyes, 
but in their owne ſoules reſt ſecure that we will do them 
no violence, how much ſocuer we know our ſelues to be 
their Maſters, except we be vrged and prouoked, beyond 
the patience of men, Yet this aſſurance of our lenitie 
doth no good to winne and ſoften their afteQion, but 
doth rather much hurt, to imbolden their preſumption, 
They know our tenets,our practiſe, our natares; It is the 
Romiſh Milke onely which makes all that taſt of thoſe 
Adultcrate Teates to be vnnaturall Wolues, Fratricides, 
and Parricides, The Powder-Treaſon was tryall enough 
of this truth, where Digby, Grant,and the Winters,with 
others not of the wortit natures; and Rookewood, who 
appeared to be of himſelfe a man of tender and good affe- 
Cions,apprehenſiue of other mens ſuftorings, & inwardly 
touched with naturall hate of the euill entended, yer all 
theſe were fo hardned by their fubtile and fatanicall 
Guides, vnder colour of the Rewane Catholique good, 
and the merrit of the worke,as they shut the eyes of Na- 
ture againſt Grace, and obſtigatly,and deſperatly reſolued 
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to purſue the bloodie plot to the vttermoſt, though the 
innocent ſuffered with ſuch as they indged nocent, yea- 
though that blow had giuen an end to the honour of our 
Nation, Whereas vpon the contratic part, our clemencie 
and Chriſtian charitie therein appeared, who fell not vp- 
onthem in furie and rage to root them vp, when the oc- 
cation would have giuen countenance to ſuch a reueng, 
nor importaned our Superiours to extend the punish- 
ment anſwerable to the crime, but wept to conlider the 
ſcandall of our Countrimen,and thoughtit enough, that 
ſome few of the chiefe Malefators ſuffercd a death ap» 
pointed ordinarily for Traytours, without the exat in- 
uention of any new torture proportionable and ſuitable 
tothe mertit of their cauſe ; when Iam fully perſwaded, 
had it beene poſſible, the Diuell could haue made our 
Religion guiltic of ſuch a villanous attempt, in any place 
where they had beene Maſters,as we were here,it would 
haue coſt vs a generall Maſſacre, and all Nations would 
haue riſen vp againſt vs, and expeld vs their Dominions, 
as perſons vaworthy to line in the World, or to breath 
the common Ayre with bruit Beaſts, much lefſe with 
Chriſtians, For neuer could Hellish villanie before cauſe 
the Name of Chriſt be fo blaſted and blaſphemed as it 
might be now through the cuill occaſion of theſe Anti» 
chriſtians. Neuer could that be thought the true Religi- 
on,which dig'd ſo deepe for a falſe foundation, and cooke 
ſo much helpe from Hell toaduance it, 
Notwithſtanding, it may be feared through our remiſ- 
neſle, not ſearching the feſtered fore to the bottome, or 
through our too tender pittie ( for they will not call it 
metrcie, and Chriſtian charitic, though Rookewoodalone 
had the gracc to acknowledge , that as their ARt was 
4 without 
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without example, ſo his Maieſties mercie in proceeding 
againſt them, the AQtors onely, was without preſident ) 

ſome of this Spirituall generation, may ( as Cicero (aid of 
Cateline ) creepe into the Senate Houle againe, the place 
thcy would hauc blowne vp,to fire the Commonwealth 
by Fation, whom their former traines of grofſer Treafon 
could not blow vp, For if the Lord in iuſtice should fo 
deale with vs,and permit this to be done, we had no more 
to ſay for our ſelues, then the 1ſralztes to the Prophet, 

r Kings 20, 42. Eſpecially when men thus affected for 
point of Faith ( I ſpeake not of their honours) areadmit- 

ted into this high place of Councell, which by Iuſtice 

might be that againſt them, as long as they continue of 
that Religion,as the SanQuarie was againſt the Aoabites, 

though Conuerts, for ten generations, and againſt the 

Edomites, and Xgyptians, vnto the third generation, 

Dent.23.3. It is daogerous having ſuch blood in the Bo- 

dic of ihe State, though in the cxtremeſt parts,but to haue 

itin the heart and boſome, nay, about the head,to heare, 

and (ce all, and to haue a handin the higheſtand moſt 

ſeacret Counccli,and in compounding the fundamentall 
Adtcs of State,is ſo dangerous in my poore iudgement, as 
it makes me ſay in this eſpe alſo, 1f we doe not repent, 

we are like all likewiſe to periſþ. 

What all perish with Maſſacres, as the Galileans did? 
Yes vndoubiedly, except we thinks the young Wolues 
not ſocruell and bloodie as their Syres, or that they ac- 
count vs lefſe Sinners , and leſfe Hetetikes , then they 
thought the Waldenſes,and the Albigenſes,and our inno» 
cent neighbours in France , Bohemia ,; the Palatinate, 
Haſiia, and other parts of Germenie, and. through the 
Chriſtian World to be, whom they bauc fo ſerued ſucee(- 
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ſigely vpon all aduantages preſented or obtained, Afſſu« 
redly ifa Lambe be a Lambe ſtill,a Wolfe will be a \Volfe 
Rill,and their Spirituall guides ( whom they follow with 
blind obcdience ) both traince them vp, and lead them on 
in blood. You $hall not heare of a Miniſter in the Head 
of the Troopes, preſſing to enter a Worke, or to charge 
the Encmie with an ambitious and cager forwardneſle ; 
well may they informe,animare,and reQtifie the conſcien- 
ces and courages of ſuch as goe on, and aſliſt them by 
prayers, but they are no open AQtors in blood; whereas it 
is ordinarie, as it appeared at Oſtend, and all other places, 
for Friars,Pricſts,and Icſuites armed with holy water,and 
a red Croſle on their Shoulders,to leade on the Troopes 
moſt furiouſly and deſperatly, and to mount the place 
which they are appointed to enter, before all others, ex- 
cept they be commanded backe by Leaden Bulls, or Iron 
Arguments. And what they doe publikely,they faile not 
priuatly much more to inculcate,thereby to breed a dete- 
ſtation of our perſons and profeſſion togither, and to bes 
get and chetish an vnreconcileable hate betwixt vs. For 
they know if Kings, Princes, and People, recouer their 
wits,and become ſober,the kingdome of Antichriſt muſt 
downe at an inſtant, and the deeper they haue drunke of 
her dregges, the more they will hate her, and their owne 
former drunkenneſle. 

Our bleſſed Sauiour proccedes farther, in the fourth 
Verſe, to relate that which befell to cighteene perſons, 
who were buried vnder the ruins of a Towre, being part 
of the Wall of Teruſalem, adioyning to the Fish-poole of 
Siloah, whereof mention is made in the third Chapter of 
Nehemiah,the fifteenth Verſe, demanding of his Audito- 
rie, whether or no they thought them greater _ 
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thenall other men that dwelt at 7eruſalem,ſubioining his 
infallible iudgement, ſaying, as before, / reſ[you, nay ; but 
except ye xepent, ye ſhall all likewiſe periſh, 
The firſt example procceded from the tyrannic and 
malicious crueltic of man, vnder the colourable pretence 
of Iuftice : but this latter example is of the nature of 
thoſe, whom Ignorance, and Atheiſme call and account ;

pittifufl, or out of Athciſme,and then it was damnable, If God did 
not know of it, they might after be in Hell alſo without his nbtice. 
(from whence there is no redemption. ) Their Saints and tutehar 
Angels therefore were verie negligent in their cures and charges, 
not to giue information ſooner : And therefore an old wife (one of 
their companie ) being delivered from the danger, proteſted, she 
would neucr pray to Saint or Angel more,nor before a Crucifixe 5 
other Image,but only to her Saviour and Redeemcr,who was able 
alone to heare and helpe of _— P[#5. 1,2. _— 
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There are others who ſpeake of Accident right and 
properly, which is onely ſo in regard of vs. So the Philos 
pher faith, Caſws eſt inopinate rej enentus, Chance or ac- 
eident is the ſodaine cucnt of a thing valookedfor, Arif. 
Lib. 2. Phyſ. And therefore the ſame man faith in his 
Metaphyſ.Lib.r. Imperitia caſum fecit, Want of know- 
ledge hath made Chance, S, Hierome (aith, in his Com- 
mentarie vypon the Prophet Hieremze, Cap. 12. Per. 4, 
> in mundo vel bonorum accidit vel malorum, 
non abſg, prouidentia, & fortuito caſy, ſed indicio Dej. 
Whatſocuer good or cuill fals out in the world, doth not 
happen by chance or fortune, but by the prouidence, and 
iudgement of God. Lament, Ierem.3.37. Who ts he then 
that ſaith and it commeth pans the Lord comman- 
dethitnot? Quia Deus volnit eos contingemer enenire,, 
contingentes cauſas ad eos preparanit. Th. Acquin, $, r.

In the firſt example then, Man was vſed as an Inftru- 
ment of punishment , in the ſecond ſenſelefle Stones. 
Gods hand of Iuſtice ( as our Saviour faith whilſt he 
threatens the like to all except they repent ) was it- both, 
and both fulfilled Gods worke alike ; The laſt, namely, 
the Stones and materialls of the Wall, not knowing what 
they did ;The firſt, namely, Pilateand his Souldiers in- 
tending no more then the Stones, the performance of 
Gods will, or any ſuch thing as the Lord cffcRed, but 
purſuing blindly their owne plotsand politike pretences 
of Luſtice,did ſo-effe Gods feacret will, for the punishing: 
of a thankleſſe, headſtrong, and rebellious generation, 
who began to forget what the Lord had formerly done 
for them in many deliucrancesfrom Fgypr,and'the Red 
Sca, cucn.as we hauc forgot Eighiic eight, the Maſſacre 
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in France, and the Powder-Plot, 

To bring this then to applycation, We ſee what lately 54,.4,14,1 
hath befalne the Sinogogue of Satan , the Temple of zuen-ſorg 
Baal,the Image of Dagon, the Sonnes of Antichriſt, the in the 
Children of Babylon, who ſought to bring all the Roman Black- 
Idolatries , and Whorish Superſtitions into the Land : F!Y®"5« 
how the Lord overwhelmed them, and brought vpon 
them ſodaine deſtruction, as he had long before threatned 
in his Word, 

Which Iudgement I relate not as a man that tooke de= 
light in blood,or in the miſcrable and lamentablelofle of 
my own deare Countrimen, or as one that hated the per- 
ſons of any that then dycd, or now ſo belecue and liue to 
dye worſc,except they repent : nay rather, I pittic and bc- 
> monethcirloſle, and that obſtinate bligdnefle which led 

them into that Pitfall; yea though I cannot abſolutely 

with the Apoſtle deſire to be wholly cut off for my bre- Rom. 9. 
threns fake, yet I could wish my body ſo bruſcd, cuen to 
the loſle of this life for the faluation of their Soules that 
ſuruiue. As for thoſe that are dead I iudge them nor, I 
excuſe them not, they ſtood or fell to their owne Maſter, 
their ſentence is ſealed vp in ſeacret from vs, till the ge» 
nerall Indgement, when all things shall be opened, nor 
dare I breake ope the Seale, to paile my ſentence with 

them or againſt them, till that time come when the day x Cor.z. 
all declare it, But what I write is for the benefit of the 
iging, and to celebrate the Iudgements of God, which 
none ought to conceale, nor for any reſpeA whatſocuer, 
to cloke, couer, extenuate,or hide from the eyes of men, 
ſince that is a notorious Sacriledge,to ſteale the honour 
of the cucrlining God, for dead Idols and dead men, of 
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which he is icalous, and for which theft he will hold no 
man guiltleſſe, | 
I would therefore aduiſc in Chriſtian dutie, lone, and 
charitie, all Magiſtrates ſ:preame and (ſubordinate,and all 
| people whether intereſted in the cauſe and lofle or other- 
wiſe,to giue gloric to God by a free and open publication 
of this great worke of his Luſtice ; left Prince, Prieſt, and 
People pay for the concealement by ſome ſeuere and 
ſtrickt Inquiſition. For my owne part, theſe few things 
that I heare for truthes confirmed, againe and againe by 
eye witneſleſſe, I shall reucale to Gods glorie and the 
Churches edification, togither with ſuch fimple obſerua- 
tions as I am direed to make vpon them for the vie of 
all men, For I belecue this Iudgement is the more re= 
matkeable, being done vpon them who ſtand vpon Mi- 
tacles,for the confirmation of their falſchoods,and make 
cuerie thing ſuch,that may be wreſted by wit for their ad- 
uantage, cither touching our diſaſters or their owne feli- 
cities, And I hope cuen the moſt ſerious on both ſides, 
who might otherwiſe iudge my obſcruations rash and 
triaiall,adly thinking vpon this point, and withall conſi- 
dering and well weighing that this befalls them at ſuch 
timeas they vainely hoped, preſumed, & proudly boaſted 
of ceſtautation, when they might rather expeR a Miracle 
from Antichriſt, as an Omen of good lucke, and would 
rather haue fained one ( had not thiscroſſecome in their 
way ) then wanted ſuch a meanes to ſeduce the people, 
and reeſtablish them in the common mans conceir, will 
not condemne me altogither to be a trifler in my obſer= 
wations, but that ſome or all of them, may profitably paſle 
yader the verdict of their ſeucre cenſures, In aſſurance 
| whereof 
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whereof, I proceed to propound them, with ſuch exhor= 
tations as our neceſſitie and this occaſion giue me life and 
courage to mak.:, to my Su periours and Equals vpon our 
fide and thcirs. 

Fuſt, Obſerue that the Rowane Catholikes ( whoare 
cunning in all their courſes ) procured this Houſe,and fit- 
red it in all reſpeQs for their purpoſe ; when doubtleſſe 
they ſuruaid the (ireogth of the building and capacitie of 
eucric roome. If the Law $should take notice of their 
vnlawfull affembly ( as that was the leaſt of their feares ) 
then they had the French Ambaſſadours Houfe for a 
Cloake to which it was adioyning, 'Or if the People 
Should riſe ( as this was one of their afſayes or tryals be= 
fore they durſt appeare to play in publike,to proue if all 
men were growne tame enough to be muzled and hood- 
winked, and whether they would ſtart at holy Water, a 
Maſſe, a Proceſſion, or the like ) then the Ambaſſadours 
Houſe should be their SanQtuarie, againſt the force and 
rage of the pcople. And becauſe it might be perillous to 
the Spaniſh Ambaſſadour to haue the firſt publication at 
or about bis Houſe, who hath beene the firſt and princi- 
pall moouer to introduce or reſtore Idoll-worship in this 
Iſland, to the generall diſcontentment of the people, 
therefore the French Ambaſladours Houſe muſt be cho« 
ſen,not for the Papiſts afteion, but for ours, as leſfe ſul 
peting that Nation for all our antient enmities,then the 
Spapiſh for all their new friendship and high alliance ho- 
ped for, which they proffred with one hand and ſnatched 
away with the other,as if they had beene toogreat for our 
Royall coniunion, when (11 prayſe God ) ours was t00 
good for their commixtion. 

Thus the place is ſecured againſt man; but os can 
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ſecure it againſt God Not the French or Spaniſh Ame 
baſſadors, though they haue more powre and priuiledge 
in England to ſerue their 1dols,then the Prince himſclfe 
could haue in Spazne to ſerue God, For though his 
Chaplaines were ſent thither to ſatisfic him and vs, yet 
might they Gay nothing ( as we heare) when they came 
thereto (atisfic them. ; 

Secondly, The time is obſerucable ; It was their fifth 
of Nouember, wherein they perished by anticipation, as 
they would haue dealt with vs before vpon the fifth of 
our Noxember. Here is the difference, they fell downe,as 
they would haue blowne vs vp ; anddid alone feele the 
furic of that ſodaine confuſion, without ſtirring their 
Neighbours Houſes, as they would haue blowne vs vp, 
with the neceſlarie ruine of diuerſe places adioyning, 
And this they ſuffered from God, when. from the King 
they had in their fond conceites and miſtaken hopes,ob- 
taincd that, for which they would hane made him & his, 
vs & ours,(o miſerably ſuffer without mercie. But we ſee 
though Pardons,and tollerations paſle freely at Kome,and 
in other places for politique reſpects, yet they are not ſure, 
till they be Scaled and Inrolled in Heauen. 

Thirdly, Obſerue the Play-Houſe ſtands in that place 
vnshaken, though too often laden with (in-full multi- 
tudes of all ſorts, ſexes, and (ets ; becauſe it profeſieth it 
ſcife to be no better then it is,a Play-Houſe ; and perhaps 
ſome Houſes of Corporall Fornication ſtand there alſo, 
becauſe for cuſtome ſake, that they may haue the more 
commings in, they deſire to- ſeeme what they are, Bro- 
thels: But this Houſe which profeſſeth it ſelfe for Chriſt, 
wheryit is for Antichriſt, and playes with the Word and 
Sacraments in a moR Anticke or Apish fashion, _ 

when 
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when.it pretends 'to be moſt ſerious ; and teacheth ten 
tocommit Spirituall Fornication-vnder the shew of San- 
Qitie and Holineſle; this muſt not ſtand, but the Lord 
makes it a ſpeacle of his Iudgement; as he made the 
Beare-Garden long ſince,whilſt they prophaned the Sab- 
bath day (.a day at the Creation ordayned for peace and 
reſt) iy that beaftly ſport of crucltic'betwixr the Crea- 
tures, procceding from Gods curſe vpon'gur Fore-fathers 
ſinne ; which light should make Adam, Abell, and Seth, 
with their pious poſteritie, weepe; as it makes Caine, La- 
mech,Cham, Nimrod, and Eſau, laugh, with all their Sa= 
uage and impious Seed and (acceſſion. Theſe Houles 
therefore muſt not ſtand when they touch vpon the skirt 
of Religion, to prophane and pollute the holy things of 
God, whereof man is not ſo carefull a keeper and zealous: 
defender,as of his own right and intereſt, It may perhaps: 
not ſceme friuolous ro ſome that I mention here, what I 
haue heard for truth, concerning an other Play-Houſe cal- 
led the Fortune, in which, repeating their Playes vpon a 
Sabbath day in the afternoone, at night following the 
Houſe fell on fire and was conſumed toashes, The Gal- 
lorie.in rhe preaching place at White hall, which food: 
from the dayes of King Edward to King Tames; muſt fall 
then vader the Spaniſh Ambaſſadours feet, when he was 
ſent the ſecond rime to perfet what he had before but 
rough drawne, I doe not wonder that it fell then, having. 
ſtood (o long ; 1 rather wonder it fell nor before, being of- 
tencimesas heauclyladen(except with the fin of 1dolarry) © 
Bat that Gods prouidence muſt referue it to that inſtant, 
at that I wonder; and me thinkes it told methe Spaniſh" 
footing was noto cerraine in this Land as he preſumed, 
butthat whilthis powerdidiread downe the preaching 
D4 places 
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places of the Land, he might hapto tumble with them, 
and by oppoſition giue a happy occaſion to reedifie their 
ruines more ſtrongly, 

Fourrhly, Obſcrue no Idols,Crucifixes, Croſſes, Holy- 
Water, Medals, Beades, or any ſacred Relique or Agnus 
Det,whereof doubtleſle there was great prouiſion laid in, 
could preſerue or, protedt from this blow. Let this open 
the eyes of their ſuperſtitious and bewitchedCuſtomers, 

Reuel.18 andabate the price and eſteeme of ſuch Romiſhand Anti- 
TOs Chriſtian werchandize,teaching wiſe men to diſtinguish 
betwixt toyes,trash,and reall ſafeguards, 

And here I make bold todemand, What became of 
thoſe Wafer-cakes which the Prieſt had before turned 
into gods ( for doubtleſſe ſome were there or in the 
roome vnder (which was the Maſling place) reſcrued for 
the (icke) What wereall of them brayned with the Tim» 
ber and Brickbats, and did they perish with the Pricſt and 
the reſt of the people? O blind men,lift vp your eyes and 
ſee your owneabſurdities ! Should I feare the ruines of 
Heauen, if he who ſits at the right Hand of God the Fa» 
ther ſtood by me, to ſupport the Roofe from his owne 
omnipotent and my impotent Head ? Reply not ye 
blind who make. others blind with your ſophiſticating 
tongues, but pray to Godfor your ſelucs,as 1 doe for you, 
that he would vouchſafe to giue you grace to acknow- 
ledge the truth which you cannot chooſe but ſee. When 
our Saviour roſe from the Graue, the Prieſts hired the 

Math.28 Souldiers to ſay, His Diſciples came and ſtole away his bo« 

80, dy whilſt they ſlept. Had he not riſen alone, 1 should ne. 
ner haue belecued he could raiſe me ; now I can ncither - 

doubt his power or will ; Saint Themas his ſeeing and 

feeling hath reſolucd me, Hire you ſome Sonldiers (if 

-”" 6A ' Souldiers 
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Fouſgens will be ſuch hireliogs,as doubtleſſe you may fit 
your (clues with ſome zcalous Reformados vpon promiſe 

abſolution z or otherwiſe make $hift with your owne 
equiuocating Locuſts,armecd at all points for the purpoſe 
with mentall reſeruations anddiſpenſations ) to fay, they 
faw the conſecrated Cakes riſe alone from vader the ru. 
ines,or I shall neuer belecue your Tranſubſtantiation,nor 
can you perſwade any tO retaine your erronious opinion 
any longer,or recciue it farther ; except ſuch as you with 
the Cup of Abhominations haue tranſubſtantiated or 
transformed Spiritually ( as Medes and Circes did their 
Gueſts Corporally) intoſuch Dow Quixſhots or Gorgan- 
tuahs as would cat vp their God Almighticat a mouth= 
full,or in their melancholly mood imagine themſclues to 
be ſuch Monſters as could doe it. 

The Lord complaines againſt his People that they 
rob'd him of Tythes and Offerings : But you haue rob'd 
our Sauiour of Head, Heart, Hands, Feet, of a true Body,of 
his Humanitie,

- Fifihly, Obſerue how after the FaR, either thoſe that 


were rcſcrued or their obſtinate friends , clouded the 
worke of God, and out of malice caſt the aſpertion vpon 
man,totheir owne difaduantage ; as if God, who would 
not ſuffer them to blow vs vp in Parliament, would yet 
fuffer vs to pull their Baah5rish Temple ouer their cares 
in time of their deuotions, 

Soin the Powder-Treaſon it was their plot and pur- 
poſe after the ſtrocke,to lay the fault (if Gods mercic had 
not preuented their malice) vpon the Puritans (as now 
they hauc gotten a tricke for their aduantage,to nickname 
euen good Proteſtants) & accordingly they had drawne a 
Proclamation to that cffeR ready for = Preſſe, Wherein 

they 
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they charged the Puritans ( meaning hereby, all honeſt 
men that are not like them) with that odious and execra- 
ble fat ; and with :bis draught they were found, and ta- 
ken in the m2aner, beyond retracting,or shadowing, 

O what honeſt man can be ſafe among theſe Slande- 
rers? The poylon of Aſpes is vnder their lips, If they 
entend miſchicfe, the Innocent man muſt ſuffer for it ; if 
they ſuffer from God himſelfe, his Seruants $hall be bla= 
med for it, 

But they (peake truer then they are aware ( as Caiphas 
prophecicd ) lt is true, it is true, O Antichriſtians, thoſe 
poore Chriſtians vapind and awed aſunder the beame 
which vpheld the flore whereon you ſtood, from wheace 
you fell. 

But they did it onely with Hands lifted vp to Heauen, 
which will vnpin the principals of Baby/on alſo, and 
with Sampſon, plucke the Houſe ouer the Phel/iſtines, in 
the midſt of their mirth, whilſt they are reioycing and tris 
umphing before their Idols, 

Sixthly, Obſerue che ſilence of all men at that time 
and in that ation, prouokes God to ſpeake and to doe, 
Peter himſclfe had here need of Paw/e to reprouec him to 
his face, for he was worthy to be blamed ; yea, ſome of 
thoſe that ought to haue honoured their profeſſion with 
Martyrdome, before they had giuen ſilent way to the en= 
crochments of Antichriſt,shew their readinefle to hold 
their peace if they should be requeſted, and fay it is their 
dutic to doe ſo. Holy David, a man afier Gods owne 
heart,made once a promiſe to doe the like, but for all that 
when it came tothe point, he would not, he conld not 
hold his word againſt Godand his Truth, but we ſec his 
zealous heart was moucd to heat, and he ſpake with his 


tongue, 
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tongue. .Sikence in Gods cauſe was an iniuntion layd 
ypon Petey and Tohn by the Councell, who anſwered, 
Whether it be right in the fight of God,to hearken vnto 


you more then vnto God iudge ye, For we cannot but 
ſpeake the things which we haue f and heard. 11 was 


Saint Paxles caſe, whoſe heart was fo ſtird when he came 
to Athens and ſaw that learned Citie deuoted to Idolatry, 
as he could not hold his peace, though his perſon was 
thereby in perill, That Hiſtorie berwixr Theodoſins the 
Emperour and Ambroſe Bichop of Mi//an, makes more 
for the vertue of the Emperour,then for the valour cf the 
Bishop. It is no great matter to ſay what the Bishop did, 
ſince he for ſo doing may be cenſured to be ſatis audax, 
but what the Emperour did and faid of the Bishop, when

for (peaking truth, and diſcharging his conſcience,though 
herein he plainly condemned an action of the Emperors, 
and doubtleſle croſt his preſent deſires, 

Let no man eloake his luke-warmneſſe or perſonall 
cowardice vader the pretence of modeſtic, patience, diſ- 
cretion, moderation, prudence, or temperance, He that 
hath a Soule hoping to be ſaued, will ſpeake for his Saui- 


our, Shall there be ſo many offer themſelues to plead for Todh.s 
Baal,becauſc he cannot plead for himſelfe, whilſt few or ;z, 


none pleads for Chriſt, who pleads continually for vs all ? 
No, no, Let all men aſſure themſclues if they will not 
ſpeake becauſe they will not be counted faftious, furious, 
and hot-headed fellowes, but diſcreet, moderate, and pru- 
dent perſons,fit for preferment = imployment, that yet 
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God can raiſe vp Stones to doe that which they should, 
but will not, or dare not ; neither shall they eſcape the 
Hand of God, but he will find them out,and punish their 
falshood and faintneſle in his cauſe, 

Proceed to expreſle your Chriſtian courages, therefore 
O Princes, Nobles, Pricſts, People ! Behold God goes * 
before you, Who will not follow ? Remember what 
Nehemiah aid to that falſe Prophet, that hireling, who 
ſought to diſcourage him, that his example might diſcou- 
rage all the reſt, Should ſuch a man as I am feare? Surely 
it doth not become his Place, his Profeſſion; What could 
a Slauc,a Coward,a Traytour doc more? Olet it ncuer 


vnto them the Tekoites repaired,but their Nob 
their necks to the worke of the Lord, And what 
to Fphraim,l likewiſe ſpeake to Manaſſes, Englandand 
Scotland should be vnited in this, They both looke for 
examples from each other, both should be examples to 
each other ; England as the richer in regard of the world, 
Scotland as being no lefſe rich in Spirituall treaſure; 
England as the ſtronger, Scotland as the freer ; England 
as being more engaged for the Royall Preſence, Scotland 
as being more entereſted in the Royall birth and educati- 
on ; England as being neereſt the danger, Scorland as be- 
ing too neere tO auoid it, 

O all ye Peeres, Prieſts, and People ioyne with your 
Royall Head, and remember what he hath often ſaid, 
written,and vowed,and cauſed you to fay,write,and vow, 
whilſt he hath proued by his learned Labours that the 
Pope is Antichrift. The truth is too ſtrong to be repulced 
or retorted, lince Bel{armine,that Rewish Goliah,with all

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his-aſſiſtants, could not wreſt the Staffe and Sling out of 
his hand with Arguments, Nor isout Dauid'growne ſo 2 Sam, 21 
faint now with age,that he muſt goe no more to battell, 
for feare of quenching the Light of 1ſrael.

Thelc points in the huamilitie of my Soule, and as ia 
the preſence of God the Scarcher of the Heart, and the 
ludge of all men, and all actions, I preſent with ail feate 
and reuerence to the eye and conſideration of my Superi- 
ours,not with any purpole to contend or ſaucely to cen» 
ſure the contratie reſolutions of ſuch as God hath placed 
Ouer me in autitoritie, or to giue them the lealt offence 
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or diſtaft by propounding theſe things publikely, or as a 
man that thought my ſelfe able ro direct in theſe bottomi- 
lefſe Depths, or to failc in theſe Seas by my ſelfe and my 
owne skill without Compaſlie, where no Land can be 
ſecnc; but hoping hereby to giue occaſion,to men of 
place and abilitie,to ſtudie the point,and to-purſue it to 
purpoſe toa finall reſolution and determination, And if 
theſe poore vaworthy papers of mine $hall euer haue 
the happineſle to kifle his Maicſties hands,or the hand of 
any that may whiſper a plaine truth into his Iuditious 
earc, then I humbly deſire he may know (and from my - 
Soulc, and the (inceritic and ſimplicitic of my Heart, [ 
ſpeake it) that nothing could haue moued me to write 
what I haue done ( leſt thereby I should offend his Maie- 
ſtic, whole wiſedome hath beene pleaſed to run a contra- 
ric courſe) but onely that I feared to offend God by con. 
ccaling this truth from the eares of his Maicſtic, and the 
reſt of his loyall Officers and louing SubicQs, which I am 
fully perſwaded God put in my Heart to the end I should 
vtter it. And to incourage me and proucke me the more 
to this worke,the infirmitie of this Seaſon and of my bo- 
dy with it, are continual! meſſengers telling me I muſt 
make haſt, for I am not likely to (tay long here,but I muſt 
appeare bcfore his Tribunall, where Kings and Beggers 
ſtand vpon cucn termes,and where men $hall anſwer, as 
well for the concealing of truth,as for the venting of fal( 
hood, The Peſtilence alſo walkes about the Street, and 
enters cucrie mans dore at night or noone-day without 
knocking; This alſo makes me the bolder,as men that are 
in the hear of warre,dare do more then vpon cold blood, 
But my hope is in the vnſpeakeable mercie of God, that 
he will perſwade the Heart of his Maicſtie,and all others 
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that shall reade this Treatiſe, that whatſoever is bereir vt- 
rered, proceeds from an vpright and good intention, there- 
by tohelpe to vnite the reformed Churches in one,and to 
remoue or qualific ſuch differences as hold them deyi- 
ded, to the great aduantage of the enemie : Wherein if I 
haue tatled to little purpoſe,or perhaps a little roo much, 
it is becauſe Iam able to doe nothing but tattle; but were 
I able to doe more, I would doc it, that our deuiſions 
might not be told in Ga7h,nor our nakedneſſe published 
in the Strects of Aske/on, to the reioycing of the publike 
enemic, 

For I know how much it concernes the Reformed 
Churches that they should be vnited in one (if it be pol- 
fible) that the humours of men might be mitrigated,and 
made in loue with Peace, which is ſo much in their 
mouthes, 

Andl know how much it concernes the proſperitic of 
our Church and Statce,and the peace and proſperitic of all 
Reformed Churches, that Zng/and and Scor/and should 
firſt be perfeQtly vnited. 

I know whataduantage euen in opinion, much more 
in ation, the enemie takes from our deuiſion ; and I 
feare euen ſome of thoſe who pretend to be Chyrurgions 
tocloſe the wounds, do make them wider vpon purpoſe 
by preſſing the Flesh too hard, Force neuer did good, cl- 
pecially with fieric natures, but mollifying Oyles of in- 
terchange and abatement, may by kind conference cloſe 
and conſolidate all differences, 

And vpon the other fide I know how much thoſe 
Spirits haue diſaduantaged the cauſe, that haue made their 
breath bcllowes only to blow vp contention by oppoling 
Supcriour powers with violence, and dipping their pens 
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in Gall and Vineger, haue exaſperated the humour with= 
out any other profit to the cauſe, then proucking of far< 
ther proſecution, where paricnce,ſubmiſſion, and cxpe= 
ance might haue qualified and allaid the heat. 

In which regard I could wish that men howſocuer 
forward and zcalous that way, would be waric how they 
ſtirre vp coles of contention by writing againſt Teds, as if 
they writ againſt A:gypz, leſt they kindle a fire to thegreat 
hurt of the Reformed Charches, which may waſte that 
firength and Spirit within, that, employd abroad, would 
waſtcand conſume the foundation of Baby/on, -Eſpeci- 
ally 1 wish this courſe were taken at this time, when his 
Maieſtic hath beene gratioufly pleaſed to condeſcend to 
our weakneſle,and to ſecure our feares andicaloulics, by 
open proteſtation, that his whole intention is to procure 
and cffc the good of the Reformed Churchesand Reli- 
gion, in all his deſignes; that he will neuer entertaine 
Treatie to the contraric ; andto reſolue vs of this (a thing 
that he need not) hath made a fearcfull imprecation 
againſt himſelfe and his poſteritic, incaſe he do otherwiſe, 
It is no more then reaſon that we beleeue what we heare 
him ſay and (weare, and shew ſo much good nianners at 
lcaſt,as to meet him halfe way vpon our knees, when he 
woocs and inuites vs to come ;attending a while with (i- 
lence and patience his Maicſtics leaſure and pleaſure,for 
the timely fulfilling and perfeQing of theſe promiles ; 
which as it is my reſolution to doe out of datic, ſo | wish 
it were the reſolution of all others ; eſpecially conſidering 
if cucr we may hauc hope in outward meanes for cffe= 
Qing amitic and vnitic amongſt the Reformed Churches 
(a thing ſo much deſired by all that know how to delire 
that which is good) we may expect it in his Maicſties 
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| peaceable Reigne, who is made by God an able inſtru- 
ment to this end, being acquainted with all the contrg= 
uerfies that trouble the Church, and exerciſed 1n all the 
differences both concerning fundamentall and circum- 
ftantiall points,and armed with power,att,andargument 
beyond all other princes,to accomplish this worke, which 
would makc him more famous, being finished and com- 
pounded by his mcanes, then it he had conquered the 
whole world, 

And now to conclude by. returning to the Romane 
Catholiques, I defire them that they would not {lightly 
paſſe by that ludgement of God executed vpon their Bre- 
thren in the B/ack=Fryars, but that they would lay it to. 
heart,and conteflc ingeniouſly it was neither Chance nor 
Accident that did it, but the Hand of Gods power;which 
is in all ations, yra,in the onerihrow of that houſe wher- 
in the children of In(t 106 feaſted. Shall there be enill in « Amo.z.s 
Citie,and the Lord hath not dontit 2 Who is he that faith 
and it commeth to paſſe, the Lord commandeth it not 2 
Confecllce then your wifedomes had charmed many wiſe 
and ſenſible men, but you could not charme (cnſeleſſe 
Stones, Man may be mocked and dcluded, God cannot.

Ackrowledge your Pope to be Antichriſt, that Man 2 Theſ.2 
of ſinne,that Soune of perdition that ſits in the Temple of 
God as God (that is di{penliog, pardoning,abſoluing, bind- 
ing the conſcience, making new Articles of Faith, which 
none but God can doe ) exa/ting himſelfe alſo aboue all 
that i called God, and worshiped, that is, aboue Kings, 
Princes,and Gouctnours, Ciuill and Eccleliaſticall,aboue 
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Saints and Angels, whom he appoints to be worshiped, 
and canonizeth or condemneth at pleaſure, 

All thoſc that write,anddeſpute, and labour the point 
ſo cagerly about perſonall and viſible ſacceſſion,thereby 
torctaine you ſtill in their ſuperſtitious bonds, doe but 
labour to prouc the Pope to be Apzichriſt. For prouing 
aviſible Temple of God at Rowe,they proue a viſible Ay- 

Math, nz #ichriſt to be there. The Field was well knowne to be 
the Houſcholders, wherein he firſt owed Wheat, & the | 


enuious man after ſowed Tares.If it had belonged tothe 
enuious man, why should the Houſeholder or his Ser- 
uants complaine? Might not he ſowe what Graine he 
would in his owne Field ? But it was not his Ficld, it be- 
longed tothe Houſcholder,and therefore his intruſion,to 
intermingle Seed for the ſpoyling of the whole crop, was 
an cffe of Enuic, L 

The DoQtrine of Chriſt and Anzichriſt is mingled in 
your Chutrch,as the Tares and Wheat both in one Field ; 
doe but diſtinguish that which is of God, and that which 
isof man, and the controuerlic is cleared, 

We confeſſe you haue auing Truth amongſt you, but 
it is mingled with all-condemning falshood,as Apotheo- 
carics mixe poyſon and preſeruatiues. And therefore the 
riſing of Antichriſtianiſme in the Church, is called, 4 
eMyſterie of Iniquitie, tor the ſubtile and cloſe creeping 
in of Errour, and winding about the Root of Truth, ſo 
that they ſeemed all one, and of one age, This Myſterie 
began to worke euen inthe Apoſtles timegand good men 
perhaps, out of good entention, were made Seed{-men 
againſt their wills, whilſt one inuented one thing,another 
man another ; one added this Ceremonie thereby ro in- 
tice the people,another that to wia the Heathens from a 
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groſſcr Idolatry to a leſſe, as they thought ; and thus 
doubtleſſe if Errour be examined it shall be found to be 
veric old, and much of it fathered vpon none of the workt 
men z nay, much of it will be found to be fo ancient, as 
the time when it was brought in,and the perſon who in- 
troduced it, will hardly be found ; yet if this be compared 
with the pure Wheat of the Word, which God by his 
Sonne,and the Miniſteric of his Seruants the Apoſtles of 
Chriſt, hath ſowne in the Church, it will caſily be found 
to be Tares and trash of humane inuention. Doe but caſt 
out the Diuell therefore, whoſe name is Legion or Mul- 
titude, and the man is ours which is amongſt you, and 
will it quietly at leſus Feet, 

Acknowledge alſo your Rome, as it is the Seat and Sea 
of Antichriſt, and the Head Citie of your Church,to be 
Babylon; and as in the ruines of Shils, Ieruſalem was 
taught to ſee her future miſcrie,ſoin this shad@w,bchold 
what the Lord will doe (though perhaps myſtically, as 
 Fome is myſticall Babylon ) to the Sinagogue of Satan, 
which you now ſtile the Romane Catholique Church, 
when it$hall be fulfilled which the Spirit of God pro= 
claimes, CApocal. 18. 2, Babylon the great us falne, is 
falne, &c, Not that I belecuc the Citic it ſelfe shall be 
rained and burnt, the Houſes and Temples puld downe, 
and your Pope no more named ; but that I thinke the 
Truth $hall be reucaled ro ſuch as now ſit in darkeneſſe 
and in the shadow of death, and then Kingdomes, and 
Countreys,and Churches, wi!l one after another reforme 
themſclues, and forſake the Doftrine of Diuels, that ab- 
ſurd Superſtition and Idolatry, which you now zcalouſly, 
out of a ſcornefull Ignorace, exerciſe, thinking you doe 
therein God good ſeruice, This ſeemes to be Hieroms 
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opinion ypon theſe words,2 Theſ 2.8. Pnuem Dominus 
inte) fierer Spiritu or. Hec tnterfettio 10n abolitionem

zam eſſe ceſſaſſet. 

Bur let vs rcturne to conlider the words 1 ſed by the 
Angell, Apocal.18.2. Babylon the great ts fallen, tfat- 
len,and is become the habitation of Dine!s, and the heuld 
of eueris foule Spirit, and a cage of enerie vncleane and 
hatefull Bird ; For all Nations hane drunke of the Wine of 
the wrath of her Fornication. ( Maike the note of vni- 
uerſalitie,whercof the Church of Rome lo much glories, 
All Nations; Markeallo the Metaphor vied to expreſie 
beguiling Errour, Dranke ; The moſt wiſe and learned 
man, may be overtaken and miſtaken in drinke.) And 
the Kings of the Earth hane committed Fornication with 
her. ( Marke the Metaphoy,dotirg Luſt will doc much.) 
Anl the Merchants of the Earth,are waxed rich through 
the abonndance of her delicacies, ( Marke the Meraphor, 
for couctouſnelle and commoditic will preuaile verie 
farce, and make euen good men looke through their fin- 
gers ; but for bad mcn they will caſily be perſwaded to 
proue ſuch Merchants as Iudzs was, and to (ell their Ma- 
ftcr Chriſt for pleaſure and protit.) Here is the ſtrengrh 
of IWine,of Women,and of Wealrh,or of the King,ioyned 
again(t the ſtreogth of Truth, yet at length, Magna eff 
Veritas & prenalert ; Truth is ſtrongeſt, and bearcs away 
the vioric, Yet TY«rh muſt ſtruggle for the viAoriegher 


oppoſites are flrong enough to Lriue, and will not be 
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conquered till we haue foughe vnder her Banner, and re- Heb, 124 
| {fed nro blood. 4. 

Now after you haue heardand conſidered this adui- 
ſedly, then attend to that which followes immediately 
after at the fourth Verſe, And T7 heard another woyce 
from Heauen, ſaying, Come out of her my People ( God 
hath a People, God hath a number of Elect names, God 
hath a Church in Baby /on. ) that ye be not partakers of 
her ſinnes, and that y: receine not of her p/agues ; For her 
ſinnes hane reachedgunto Heauen, and God hath remem- 
bred her intquities. Reward her euen as ſhe rewarded you, 
and double unto her double according to her workes : In 
the Cap that ſhe hath filled, fill to her double. How much 
ſhe hath glorified her ſelfe and lined deliciouſly ( Marks ; 
what she hath aſſnmed, challenged, and arrogated to her 
ſclfe. ) ſo much torment and ſorrow giae her : for ſhe ſaith 
in her heart,T fit a Queene,and am no Widow and ſhall ſee Ef, 47.8. 
no o—s (Doth any Church boaſt ſo but the Romr5h? ) 
Therefore ſhall her plagnes come in one diy,death,and 
mourning,and famine, and ſhe ſhall be vtterly burnt with 
fire, for ſtrong is the Lord God,who indgeth her. Stronger 
then all the Kings that would defend her. And doe not 
fay,or hear others laying, that ſuch as perished were grea= 
ter orleſſe ſinners then the reſt of the Romish Idolators 
that ſaruiue (ſince we indge not their perſons, but opini= 
ons and aQtions ) For except ye repent, ye ſhall all likewiſe 
perish. : 

The Lord' open your eyes that you may diſcoucr 
CAntichriſt in the midſt of his masking, and open 
your cares that you may heare Chriſt in the midſt of 
the Candleſticks, and rurac your hearts from following 

the 
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zitie and Idolatry of thoſe ſuperſtitions Fathers 
,Flesh, that you may belecue the Veritic of God 
r of your Soules, and fo poſſeſſe ah etcr- 
nall habitation with him in Glorie 
and Immortalitic,
